A Clever Invention The California 
Cotton Mills. 

San Francisco, June 18. 
According tu nil tradition, June should 
ho it dull mouth in Smi Francisco, and 
dull it is — very dull, both commercially 
and socially. Tho wholesalers say that 
very litllo is doing. The retail trado is 
apparently as active us ever. It is it well- 
eatablisbed fact that during the titno city 
people are away in the country, many 
country folka comu to town for a holiday 
and compensate, hy their liberal pur- 
chases, fur the loss of tlio regular shop- 
pers. The dry goods, funcy gooda, mil- 
liner asfd other stores are as crowded as 
usual, Xnd the little tram ways overhead 
are kept in active use, carrying parcels. 
15y the way, as this useful invention is, 
probably unknown to many of my read- 
ers, a short explanation may be interest- 
ing, Till absut a your ago all our large 
Btores employed numbers of 
"cash boyx," 
as they were culled, whe might be seen 
hurrying about in answer to the sum- 
mons of "cash," (or moro latterly of nn 
electric boll), as each salesman satisfied 
tho wants of his customer. Tho boy 
would take the purchases with the money 
and duplicate checks from tho salesman's 
book to the office, where in one depart- 
ment the package was quickly and neatly 
done up, and in another the money was 
received, change made and all sent back 
with a check to the customer. Tho boys 
were always active in their movements, 
and in crowded seasons it was wonderful 
to see them dodging about among the 
people. But, lid the case ia with many 
another employment, the cash boy has 
been superceded in most of the stores by 
an ingenious invention. The wrapping 
and money desks are placed some distance 
above the floor level, and, leading to 
them fn m above tho varioiiB counters, 
ace little tramways of brass and wire 
along which "baskets or trays contain nig 
the purchases are sent. In some instan- 
ces only the rnoney is sent and returned 
by this moans, the packages, an before, 
hoing carried by boys. But in every 
case tho principle is the same. By means 
of a cord or chain the receptacle is drawn 
down, the articles placed therein, then it 
is drawn again to the track and like a 
little freight train it hurries on a down 
grade to the) otlico.

In tho absence of any striking ovonts, 
a description of'a now establishment in 
tho neighborhood of San Fran«isso may 
prove of interest. We have long had in 
operation in this city several woolen mills 
but until recently there was no manufac- 
ture of cotton in the stato. A ride across 
the bay and then a short drive on tho 
railway brings one to Fruit Vale, out bo- 
yond East Oakland. Here souio enter- 
prising Scotchmen have established largo 

COTTON MILLS, 

which in certain linos of goods are quite 
driving eastern manufactures out of tho 
market. Tho cotton used is the product 
of this state, being growd in Tulare, Mer- 
ced and Kern counties. Tim extensive 
brick buildings contain all tho appliances 
for treating tho cotton from the time it 
enters the establishment in great bales 
until it goes out in tho form of string, 
| rope, fishing twines, colored cotton warp, 
bags, etc. The local consumption of these 
I articles is enormous and this firm is also 
j shipping them to the Sandwich Islands, 
I Mexico and other parts of the coast. 

A gro.st engine situated near the centre 
I of tho building works tho machinery at 
i either end, six belts, or rather ropes 
(which are made of cotton) running in 
one direction and four in the other. The 
machines are all run hy belts coming up 
through the floor from tho basement, in- 
stead of whirling around the room whuro 
the workmen are, a plan which must in- 
sure greater safety from accident. 

THE PROCESS 

through which tho cotton goes is highly in- 
teresting. It is first thrown into tho "pic- 
ker," -where it is torn iuto shreds, ami then 
all dirt and bIohph separated from it. Thou 
hy means of a strong draught and suction 
it is whirled along through tubes into 
another mac-bine where it is further cleaned 
ucd separated. At this Htage great precau- 
tions are tuken, the danger being that 
should a nail or stone or any substance of 
tho kind outer the machine, the friction 
would produce tire. Tho carding is a 
beautiful process, as also is tho uniting of 
tho strands, tho twistiug of the threads, 
winding ol the spools and the weaving of 
seamless bags. Juto is also used to some 
extent, though there are mills in the same 
neighborhood where jute exclusively is 
manufactured. 

Most of tho machines are to a certain 
extent automatic. That is, they will im- 
mediately stop whenever a thread is broken, 
a spool gives out or there is auy demand 
for attention For this reason one person 
can tnke charge of several machines. A 
pleasing feature of this-establiahuieut is tho 
employment of women. The work is such 
as they can well perform, and their em- 
ployers Bpeak highly of their efficiency. 
Young girls and elderly women work side 
hy side. Men aud boys are also employed, 
but no Chinese. The whole- is a most flour- 
ishing enterprise, and promises amply to 
repay its projectors. 

NOTKS. 

Tho death of Mr. Daniel T. Murphy re- 
moves another of our great, merchants.

FRANCE. 

I'.Utis, June 22.— A meeting of Irish 
dynamiters was held at Moils yesterday, 
at which it was resolved to call a conven- 
tion at Antwerp. Tho speakers made tho 
usual violent attacks upon England. 

PaBIS, Juno 22. — A dispatch from Tur- 
coing states that the wool scouring works 
were destroyed by an explosion of the 
boiler to day. Honore Prosper was the 
owner. Ho is among the killed A de- 
tachment of troops was dispatched from 
Lille as soon as news of the explosion 
reached the city. The soldiers, tire now 
at work on tho ruined building, searching 
for workmen who aro missing and who 
may have been killed. 

ENGLAND. 
L 'NOON, June 22. — As a result of tlie 
Queen's etl'orts the Marquis of Salisbury 
has resolved to accept Gladstone's prom- 
ise to use his influence with the liberals 
to prevent factious opposition. It is ex- 
pected that Salisbury will annuunco the 
formation of his cabinet to-morrow, with 
Mr. Bnurke probably as chief secretary of 
state for Ireland. A writ will then ho 
issued for tho re-election of tho cabinet 
members. 

IT A LY. 

Romk, June 22. — In reply to tho mani- 
festo of Cardinal Pitra, supporting the 
lntransiheant, the Cat Indie press in vari- 
ous countries are stating that the church 
i-t going to wreck and ruin under the pros 
ent pope's direction as compared with that 
of the former pope. Loo has written to 
Cardinal • Guibert, strongly asserting his 
right to enforce uncompromising ad 
heronco to the pontificate. The letter has 
created a sensation. Cardinal Pitra has 
Written to the pope an humbly submissive 
apology. Tho liberal press recoivoa the 
pope's letter most favorably. 

CUBA. 

Havana, June 22. — Official news from 
Santiago do Cuba reports the defeat by 
the government forceB of the band of 
Zimbano Sanches. Two encounters took 
place, on tho 13th and loth instant re 
spoctively. One band was wounded and 
the remainder was dispersed. The troops 
continue in pursuit of tho rebels. 

GERMANY, 
Bkri.in, June 22. — A reception given 
to United States Minister Pendleton yes- 
terday by Emperor William was of a voiy 
cordial character. They convorsod for a 
short time upon very friendly terms. Tho 
emperor expressed the best feelings to- 
wards both America and American peo- 
ple

Pitts iicitti. Penn., June 22 —By tho

be using natural gas as a fuel. 

Wheeling, W. Va., Juno 22. — About 
10 o'clock yesterday morning a great ex- 
citement was caused in the village of 
West Wheeling, on the Ohio side of the 
river, by the attempt of a Polish potter, 
one Keffier, to cremate tho body of his 
daughter in one of the kilns ot his works. 
The man said he was too poor to give his 
child burial. Early in the morning ho 
tired the kiln, and strapped the body to a 
board, so that it might bo pushed into the 
furnace. His intentions leaked out, and 
soon a crowd of 150 or 200 indignant peo- 
ple gathered. The city marshal of Bel 
[aire was sent for, and tho body was re- 
moved from the custody of the parents 
and given burial by Senator Wagner and 
others. Last night it was reported that 
Keillor had attempted to kill his wife with 
an axe, saying ho had been commanded 
by the Almighty to take her life.

THE NEW MINISTRY. . 

The Marquis of Salisbury has accepted 
ofiice under circumstances that are at 
least precarious. The youd offices of tho 
Queen had to bo invoked before Glad- 
stone and the most influential of his 
followers would pledge themselves not to 
give the new government a factious oppo- 
sition, — but oven with that concession 
the conservatives are not certain of a ma- 
jority. The thirty-nmo Irish votes were 
used by the conservatives to destroy the 
liberal ministry; and if they fail to secure 
important advantages from Salisbury they 
will cast their votes against the new min- 
istry and destroy that too. This ie not a 
pleasant outlook for tho new government; 
but should the worst befall them they will 
still have the constituencies to appeal to. 
In fact, lookinu at the situation from this 
side of tho world it would senm as if 
dissolution were the only safe card 
for tho conservatives to play in 
the existing emergency. Unques- 
tionably, their feet stand in slip- 
pery places. If they are too generous to 
the Irish their own party will s»o against 
them ; if, on tho other hand, they should 
fail to meet tho demands of tho Parnell- 
ites 'they will incur their enmity. No 
development of conservative policy need 
be looked for during this session. 
They will simply introduce their budget, 
secure necessary money votes and then 
dissolve parliament. This, probably, is 
tho basis on which Gladstone lias treated 
through Her Majesty. 

PRESIDENTIAL QUALIFICATION. 

Wo once heard of a sciontitic genitib 
who essayed to extract sunbeams from 
cucumbers, and we think ho must be a 
kinsman of tho editor of our juvenile 
evening contemporary, who endeavors to 
twist the authorities quoted by "Lex" 
upon tho school question into anything 
favoring tho idea that a man's only resi- 
dence is the place where he passes tho 
night. Why, according to that view tho 
most prominent men of the city would be 
deprived of votes, and particularly those 
claiming them 111 Yates Street Ward, for, 
as is well known, a largo number of busi- 
ness men in that ward have their family 
abodes outside of the city altogether. Are 
they, then, on this account to be disen- 
franchised. If Mr. liett can legally 
make an affidavit for the purpose of regis 
tering a bill of sale, stating that lie re- 
sides on Laugley street when his family 
abode is more than a mile from that spot 
the most refined special pleading would 
fail to convince anyone that Mr. Liett, 
making the same statement for some pur- 
pose other than filing a bill of sale, would 
nave to suffer tho penalties of perjury. 
Yet this is what the Times, fur the pur- 
pose of traducing its opponents, has been 
tolling its readers who, fortunately, have 
better sense than to attach any importance 
to what it says; else how does it happen 
that the threatened suits for perjury have 
not been instituted i If the Tunes is 
right tho voters are wrong; then why 
haver instead of commencing an action. 

GEN. MIDDLETUN'6 PRUDENCE. 

If evbr a soldier earned promotion and | 
a title that soldier is General Middleton. 
In every instance where he has met the 
enemy his nun has been to save his men. 
Ho occupied four days in capturing Ba- 
tuche when he might have taken it 111 ouo 
by assault in whicii probably hlty of Ins 
men would have been killed ana thiee 
times as many wounded. He would rather 
allow his prestige as a commander to suf 
fer than sacritie; a single life or limb un- 
necessarily. His every movement has 
boon characterized uy wisdom, prudence 
and humanity. When asked on the first 
day to permit a charge ho said, "These 
are all private cuizens, very different 
from private soldiers. If I allow them to 
assault no doubt they will acquit them- 
selves well; but there must be as few 
Canadian homes as possible plunged in 
sorrow through any order of mine." As 
3. result of the four days' fighting only 
twolvo of tho volunteers were killed and 
thirty-live wounded. Tho rfcll is sombre 
enough; but had a rasli general been in 
command the dead would have been 
counted by the hundred instead of being 
included in one dozen. 



.Canadian Pacific Kopoti. 

Montreal, June 15.— The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of tho Canadian 
Pacific was held Saturday afternoon. The 
report showed that of the S05,0uu,000 of 
stock, §40,000,000 was held in England, 
$15,000,000 ia Canada, and $10,000,000 in 
tho United States. The truck will bo com- 
pleted by the end of September, there be- 
ing only l20y miles in British Columbia yet 
to finish. The floating indebtedness 
amounts to $6,895,-101, of which about $4,- 
702, OUO 1ms been created during the past 
year by the purchase of rolling stock and 
the providing of elevating and terminal 
facilities, and on these a further expendi- 
ture of $5,045,000 is to be made. This 
will bo provided for out of the :ia|o of 
$150,000,000 of bonds. The balance wili 
sullice to complete work in accordance 
with the terms of tho contract. The 
assets of the company will then exceed 
the liabilities by §110,000,000, placing 
tho value of tho land at §2 per acre. 
When tho road is completed and operated 
throughout, the fixed charges will amount 
to §3,000,000 annually. Last year the 
net earnings amounted to §1,191,000, and 
tho first four months of this year showed 
an increase over thu same period of last 
year, by §022,104. It is expected that 
thore will be a not profit this year of §2,- 
500,000, and in tho year following tho 
completion of tho line, a gross tratlic of 
§12,000,000 is expected and a not rovenuo 
of §3,500,000, or more than §000,000 over 
all fixed charges. Tho report was adopt- 
ed. The following directors were olected 
for the year: George Stephen, Donald A. 
Smith, William U. Van Home and it. B. 
Angus of Montreal; E. B. Osier of Tor- 
onto; Sanford Fleming of Ottawa; H. S. 
iNorthcoto, C. D. Ross of London; li. N. 
Martinson of Amsterdam, N. Y. ; W. L. 
fcjeott of Erie, Pa. ; George B. Harris of 
Boston. At a subsequent meeting of tho 
new board George Stephen was elected 
president, and \V. C. Van Home vice- 
prosident.

Supreme Court. 

(tiefore Hon. Mr. Justice 'Iray.) 

Tuksdav, June g. 

In re Wing Chong — This case was , UI) 
where the said Wing Chong, otherwise L JO 
Chay, appealed from the decision of Mr. I. 
Johnson, police magistrate, from conviotbl 
under the "Chinese Regulation Act, 1884.' 

Mr. Theo. Davie appeared for Mr. E, 
Johnson, 1'. M., instructed by Mr. Jay. 

Messrs. M. W. T. Brake, Q. C, Hon. 
.Mr. Kichards, Q. U., and D. M. KUrts, ap- 
peared for the appellant. 

Mr. Davie said the question was one 
which, in his opinion, should have eouie 
before a full bench, as there was no appeal 
from a rule certiorari. Before going any 
further into the matter he would move that 
the appeal bo adjourned and heard before a 
full court. 

Mr. Justice Cray said without hearing 
the learned counsel oil the oilier side, it 
would give him great pleasure to have the 
matter brought before a full bench, so thai 
a most fair hearing could be hud. lie hud 
already given judgment in a similar ease 
and still field strongly the conviction that 
in that decision he was right. Therefore 
lie felt it his duty to give evory means to 
Mr. Davie to have the question heard be- 
fore a full bench and their decision learned. 
He had no personal feeling in the matter. 
Mo approved of the motion, us he hail 
great reluctance in adjudicating singly on 
this question. Ho believed that it was one 
that should be carried to the supreme court 
of Canada, which ought to be the final 
court of appeal, though of course the privy 
council could be appealed to; bin he thought 
that if their local courts could not decide 
ou Canadian points of law, tho sooner they 
did away with the courts altogether the bet- 
ter. • lie believed the action of the police 
magistrate was perfectly light in convicting, 
as hu knew that the matter could be appeal- 
ed to the supreme court of the province 
and from that to tho supreme court of 
Canada, He entertained the strougest 0011- 
■ lotion of the judgment that he had pre- 
viously given, but he wished it distinctly 
understood that he desired that the ques- 
tion should be given the most impartial 
hearing, and ho would be gratified if it 
could be arranged to bo heard before a full 
bench of supreme court judges. 

Mr. Kichards asked if an adjournment 
was made, would the provincial govern- 
ment stay proceedings to enforce the act, us 
ho understood the act was being put in 
force in the upper country? 

His lordship asked Mr. Davie if an ad- 
journment was made, would 1 he govern- 
ment stay proceedings in the matter? 

Mr. Davie said he could not give any 
undertaking to do so, anil the government 
determined to proceed with enforcing the 
act, as they had allowed one year to pass 
before putting it in operation, in order that 
any objection to its constitutionality might 
be settled. This had not been done, and as 
the machinery for carrying out its provis- 
ions had been prepared they would not eon- 
sent to any further delay in enforcing it. 
Such were his instructions. 

Mr. Kichards said that in that ease he 
would ask that tho case be at once proceed- 
ed with. 

His lordship said that Mr. Davie had 
spoken unmistakably, neither he nor the 
government would undertake to stay pro- 
ceedings. He would gladly meet the re- 
quest of Mr. Davie, if it win possible to do 
so, as he greatly desired that the question 
should be heard before a full court, sinee 
there was no appeal from his [Justice 
Gray's; decision. 

Air. Drake contended that his lordship 
was a full court, and fully com pe ten' to 
hear the case and decide it. The post- 
ponement of the hearing Would create 
much hardship in tho interior, where the 
act was being enforced, and many Chinese 
who C"uld not pay w ere imprisoned for 
not paying. It might bring disturbance. 

His lordship smd tiio bench had noih 
ing to do with that. If it was at all pos- 
sible for him to adjourn the mm tor t<> a 
full court ho would do so, an he felt thai 
to a certain extent Mr. Davie was handi- 
capped, as he had not only to contend 
against counsel, but also against his 
strongly expressed conviction He aid 
not take it personally, and would Hut if 
another judge was asked to sit ou the 
matter. 

After considerable further argument, 
Mr. Davie said that if the matter was now 
proceeded with the government Mould 
court disaster. He would be willing that 
a^writ of certiorari be issued returnable 
before tho full court in July. 

His lordship was willing that this should 
be done, if possible, as it would thus give 
a' decision by the various judges and not 
his individual opinion. If not he would 
have to ask 0110 of his brother judges to 
take the case and proceed with it, as he 
was unwilling to go ou. 

After a private consultation among appel- 
lants' counsel, Air. Richards announced 
to his lordship that in the interest of their 
clients they must ask that the case at once 
bo proceeded with. 

His lordship then said that ha would 
have to ask Judge Crease to take charge 
of the case, as he felt that the opinion of 
tho other judges should be expressed in 
the matter. 

His lordship then requested Mr. Justice 
Creaso to assume charge, and thanked 
Mr. Dovio for the opportunity offered 
him for taking a holiday. 

Mr. Justice Crease took his seal, and 
said he did not even know the name of 
the caae to be tried. 

Mr. Davie proceeded to lay his objec- 
tion before his lordship, when Mr. Rich- 
ards took exception to his no doing. Mr. 
Cray retired from the bench, 

Air. Davie then objected that the 001411 
had no jurisdiction as tho necessary six 
days notice had not been given, nor the 
neceusary security. 

This was found not, to be tho case, as 
the entry was in Justice Gray's buok thai, 
tho notice had been furnished. 

Mr. Justice Crease said I hat 111 a mat- 
ter of 1 his kind which really affected thu 
w hole Dominion, u technical point should 
nut delay decision, but in his opinion it 
should bo heard before a full bunch. 
Should he docide in favor of the govern- 
ment, it would bo merely one judge 
against another a3 Mr. Justice li ray had 
decided oppositely in another similar case. 
His lordship said ho had no objection to 
go on with the case, but ho would rather 
that it appoar before tho full bunch. 

After further argument it was finally 
agread that tho argument of the case on 
its merits should come up on Monday 
next, and the court adjourned until that 
date.

Loudon's Latest Diamonds. 
Robbers. 

On Saturday it became known that 
a man had robbed ]\lr. James Alex- 
ander, of the firm of Alexander Broth- 
ers, carrying on business at 1G, Hat- 
ton-garden, and attempted to murder 
him by shooting him with a Bye-cham- 
bered revolver. 

It appears that Mr. Alexander'* 
custom is, on ordinary occasions, after 
having transacted the business of the 
day, to leave the offices, which are upon 
the ground floor, to be securely fasten- 
ed up by the clerk. On Friday evening 
having a mass of correspondence to get 
through, lie stayed later than usual, 
and soon after six o'clock he sent the 
clerk away, informing him that he 
would lock up himself, after which he 
went on with his letters. A few 
minutes afterwards the door was open- 
ed, a respectably-dressed man entered, 
and, before Mr. Alexander had time 
to speak to him, ho snatched np a 
pocket-book from the side of the table. 
It contained a. quantity of diamonds 
and precious stones, valued at .£1,500, 
and some bank notes, lie then threw 
a quantity of snuff into the faeo of Mr. 
Alexander, depriving him of his sight 
for a few moments. On Mr. Alexander 
regaining his sight he seized the thief, 
who had a revolver. The weapon ex 
ploded, and its contents went through 
Mr. Alexander's right, hand. The thief 
then ran out of the house and down 
Hatton-garden, got into a hansom cab 
and drove quickly away. As it was not 
known by the persons who saw hi in 
what he bad done, he was allowed to 
go. The cries of Mr. Alexander, as 
well as the report of the revolver, soon 
brought assistance to him, and he was 
found in a prostrate condition. Infor- 
mation of the occurrence was given at 
once at the King'scrossroad Police 
Station, and the matter placed in the 
hands of the officers of the Criminal 
Investigation Department under the 
control of Detective-Inspector William 
Peel. Upon examination of the officers 
being made, the police found upon the 
floor a quantity of snuff and a five- 
chambered revolver, and in the wall 
a bullet was found embeded. The offic- 
ers obtained a description of the man 
who committed the outrage, but it is 
feared to be of such a nature that it 
cannot be much relied upon. The in 
juries that Mr. Alexander has received 
are not thought to be of a serious 
character. The mail is still at large.

A Fit EN C II FEE 3D 

Marries Pretty Girls for their 
Money and Poisons Idem. 

Paris, June 12.— The trial of Al- 
bert Pel watchmaker, of Montreuil, be- 
gan yesterday. Tlie palace of justice 
was crowded, and thousands of people 
were unable to gain admittance. Pel is 
3G yoars old, and was born in Saxony. 
In 1878 he came to Paris with his 
mother, and began business as a watch- 
maker. He devoted all his leisure mo- 
ments to music and chemistry, taking 
special delight in the study of poison- 
ous drugs. His mother was his first 
victim. He next poisoned two servant 
girls, but one of them ran to the hospi- 
tal and was cured, while the other was 
never seen after she entered Pel's 
apartments, fn 1SS0 Pel removed to 
Avenue Kleber, and married a pretty- 
girl, Eugenie BufFreau, whq brought 
him a tlowry of 4,000 francs. Mine. 
Pel died two months later, after two 
weeks of vomiting, thirst and intense 
pains in the intestines. Pel declared 
her death was caused by eating poison- 
ous mushrooms. The story was readily 
believed. Nine months afterwards Pel 
married Murat Bellisle, who brought 
him a dowry of G,000 francs. Ten days 
after Pel's second wife and mother 
were seized with excruciating pains in 
the bowels, but the mother-in-law hav- 
ing a presentiment of evil, left the 
house, and persuaded her daughter to 
do the same, thereby saving both their 
lives. Pol, however, got hold of the 
6,000 francs, and spent them in reck- 
less debauchery. In 1884 Pel made the 
acquaintance of Elizc Bochruer, and the 
two lived together. She gave money to 
Pel, who squandered it, and when she 
refused to give him more he ad minis 
tered poison, and she disappeared. Pel, 
however, was caught in the act of cre- 
mating her body in lii.s furnace, and 
lie was arrested. A large china basin 
containing the intestines of the victim 
rested on a table in the court, and Pel 
examined them with a diabolical smile 
when he entered the prisoner's box. 
The trial created a great sensation.
